Rejection under 35 U.S.C S 112

otherwise the claim is seen to be non-statutory under 101 as not being concrete" (page 2, items 1 
and 2). Applicant amends claims 1 and 32 to clarify the language as requested by the Examiner. 

ReiectiOD under 35 U.S.C § 101 

The Examiner rejects claims 1 and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection. 

hi view of the amendmem made in response to the 35 U.S.C § 112 rejections, Applicant 
asserts that claims i and 32 now conform to 35 U.S.C § lOL 

Provisional Obviousness-Type double patenting rejection
